Powderly and the K, of L. 


| The Man and the Organization which 

| He Ropresents, 

A Biography aod & Sketch Which Will be 
toad With Groat Interest at this 4 O= 
turo~—Mr. Powderly a4 ® Switch. Tender 
wud Mayor of Scranton, 


Terence Vincent Powderly, authorita- 
| tive leader of tho Knights of Labor organi- 
} zation, is a quict-looking gentloman,always 

realy to apoak of his work, of himself and 
of his order, ut apparently not a man of 
one idea, In appearance he is of good 
height, with the head and face of a think- 
er. His head is rodfid and fall and bald 
atop, while 4 sweeping moustache helps to 
improve hia handsome faco, The eyes are 
deep-set, and the broad glasses which he 
Wears give him ascholarly appearance at 
first glance. Ue is aman who keeps his 
wits about him at alltimes and looks hia 
questioner straightin the face, thinking 
asho listens, and, with a quick Irish 
wit, ready to-seize upon any point. Ho is 
not a visionary, nor does he lay down the 
law in a dogmatic fashion, 

Mr, Powderly is a young man, born at 
Carbondale, Pa., Jan. 24, 1846. His par- 
ents wero Irish, having reached this coun- 
try in 1826, He was ono of twelve child- 
ren, four girls and eight boys, and Terence 
V. was No. ll on the list, He went to 
school for six years, and when 13 years old 
went to work as a switch tender for the 
Delaware & Hudson Uanal company. 
When 17 he went to the machine shop of 
the company under Mr, James Dickson, 
then superintendent of the mechanival de- 
partment. James Dickson was the father of 
the late Thomas Dickson, president of the 
company, Young Powderly was a favorite 
of the old mechanio, and it is still a matter 
of remark that the only letter of recom- 
mendation ever given to an employee by 
James Dickson was handed by him with- 
out solicitation to young Powderly when, 
in 1869, he anounced his purpose of leay- 
ing Carbondale. He went to Scranton 
and found employment in the shops of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Westera Rail- 
road company. He hadresolved to make 
himself a master mechanic, so that he 
could atany time, if opportunity offered, 
open a shop for himself. He bent over a 
draughting board at night,while during the 
day he manipulated the lathes aud planers 
in the shop or tried his hand at the forge. 

In 1870 he joined the Machinists and 
Blacksmiths’ National union, He was soon 
elected president, and began to study the 
labor problem in the shops by talking to 
his fellow workmen, watching the endeay- 
ors and aims of employers and ewployes. 
In 1872 Mr, Powderly married. The trades 
union was too narrow to suit his views. 
His father had been a day laborer, and he 
loarned that no labor organization could 
thrive until ittook in every class of labor- 
ing men. The machinists did not take 
kindly to Mr, Powderly’s suggestion that 
they take in the laborers, the carpenters, 
psiuters and overy other tradu. In Novem- 
ber, 1874, a friend invited him one even- 
ing to come to a labor meeting. He went 
without any idea of what surt of a gather- 
ing it was. It was Local Assembly No. 88 
of the Knights of Labor, aud he at once 
joined it. He found there men of all trades 
and crafts. It was his ideal of a labor or- 
ganization, and he at once entered heartily 
into its plans. ‘This was the only assembly 
in northeastern Pennsylvania, and the or- 


| ganization was then in its period of strict- 


est secresy, ‘'I had no idea such an order 
existed when I wenc that night,” said he, 
in explaining how he came into the order. 

The panic of 1873 left Powderly without 
employment. He went west into Ohio 
looking for work, came back into Western 
Pennsylvania, and in Oil City found a job, 
and was sent by the Mechanical and Black- 
smith’s pnion of that city asa delegate to 
the general convention, held in Louisville 
in September, 1874. Soon after he was 
back in the employ of the Dickson Manu- 
facturing company, at Scranton, and it 
was upon this return that he joined the 
Kuights. -He soon induced the entire 
union to join the Knights, and the union 
was disbanded. In this way Local As- 
sembly No, 222 was organized in Novem- 
ber, 1876. He had become convinced that 
the battle of labor was to be fought out of 
a general union of the industrial classes, 
aud not bya mere gathering of men of 
various trudes into separate unions, Ho 
pointed out to his fellow workmen that 
the advent of labor saving machinery had 
entirely destroyed the old distinction be- 
tween skilled and ordinary labor, and that 
amanwho had sorvedafive years’ ap- 
prenticeship might find himself at the 
finish in direct competition with a machine 
oporated by a boy, and that the boy-tend- 
ed machine would surely be the victor. 
All this was bringing the mechanic down 
to the level of the ordinary day laborer, 
and that to admit the laborer was the first 
step in the work of elevating labor, Over 
a half dozen local assembles had been form- 
ed in Lackawanna county, and in 1876 a 
district assembly was organized there 
with Mr. Powderly as district secretary, 
and this position he still occupies and feels 
proud that ho has been in a post where he 
could do so much good in epreading the 
tenets of the order. 

At the St. Louis convention of Koights, 
hold in January,1879, Mr. Steyens was re- 
elécted and Mr. Powderly was chosen to 
the second position of General Worthy 
Foreman. ‘The time of the meeting of the 
general assembly was changed to Septem 
ber, and in Septewber, 1877, a convention 
was held in Chicago, whea Mr, Powderly 
was chosen Grand Worthy Foroman. Each | 
successive September at the genera) assem- | 
blios held at Pittsburg in 1880, at Detroit 
in 1881, at Now York in 1882, at Cin- | 
| cinnati in 1883, at Philadelphia in 1884, 
and at [1 milton, Ont., in 1885, he was re- 
olocted. = 

He had continued to reside at Scranton, 
and in April, 1878, his follow-workmen 
put his name mn nomination for mayor 
and olected him.

America has been by conversation with

Whon he leaves @ restaurant he has a 
knowledge of the waiter's or the Waitress’ 
spocial greviauco, So when he is inter- 
viewed ho turns the tables and gots from 
the reporter the inside workings of a newas- 
paper from an industrial point of view.

The Repayment of the Ratlway Loan, 

The arrangement respecting tho Oana- 
dian Pacitic loan, to which Mr. McLoian 
referred in the budget speech, is as follows: 
The company agree to pay off in cash the 
loan of twenty millions of dollars, part on 
May 1, andthe balance on Jul 1, the 
Governnient on paymont to release the 
twenty millions of bonds now held as se- 
curity forthe loan. As regards the 1ine 
millions of a loan now secured to the Gov- 
vernment by a lien on the land grant made 
to the company, the Government have 
agreed to withhuld fromthe company the 
transfer of about seven million acres of 
land belonging to the original grant of 
twonty-five millions, This practically 
makes the cash subsidy $35,000,000 and 
the land subsidy 18,000,000 acres, When 
this arrangement.is completed by the en- 
dorsation of Parliament, the railway com- 
pany will cease all connection with and 
will stand towards the Governmentin the 
same position as all other railways in the 
country, with this oxception—that the 
Government will continue to hold the five 
million acres of land orginally agreed to 
be withheld fromthe land grant as secur- 
ity for the continuous running of the 
road by the company. 

The country willno doubt endorse the 
action proposed by the Government. lt 
will also recall the utterances of the Op- 
position on hundreds of political platforms 
to the effect that the five millions advanc- 
ed last year and the twenty millions 
now proposed to be paid off were really 
gifts made by the Government to the com- 
pany. Like so many other statements of 
the Opposition made to prejudice the people 
against the Government, these particular 
statements about tha Canadian Pacific 
loans haye been satisfactorily disposed of 
by the logic of events, —Mail,

The Chinese Murder. 


Trial of Fong Ab Yu for the Murder of Sing 
Lee at Rome. 


Rome, N.Y., March 30.—The trial of 
Fong Ah Yu for the murder of Sing Leo, 
the Chinese laundryman, in this ciby, last 
July, was resumed this morning. The 
court house was filled au hour before it was 
time for the trial to cominence. Many 
ladies occupied front seats in the ygaller- 
ies. Asalstant District Attorney Lewis 
opened for the prosecution. He traced tho 
defendant's journey step by step, mile 
after mile, and his acts in the course of 
his travels from the time he left Montreal, 
June 30, 1885, during his sojourn in Romo 
and return to Montreal. The prisoner 
watched and listened to the opening with 
great interest. An undertaker produced 
the bloody shirt found under the murdered 
Chinaman’s bed, Two physicians des- 
cribed the wounds, either one of which 
would havo caused death. Seven wit- 
nesses identified the accused as the 
man Sing Lee's laundry July 1 
before the murder and _ identified 
the bloody shirt as the one worn by the ac- 
cused the day prior to the;murder, and de- 
scribed the other clothing worn by him. 
A witness tostitied that he rode on the samo 
train with accused from Montreal on the 
30th of June and saw him in Wah Kee's 
laundry in Ogdensbury.the samo evening. 
Wah Kee testified that the accused visited 
his laundry in Ogdensburg on the day re- 
ferred to by the other witness, A conductor 
testified that he took breakfast with the 
accused in Rome on the morning of July 2 
after the murder, and dinner further up the 
road, and testified to conversation with him. 
A witness testified that he saw the accused 
going froin Sing Lee’s laundry at half-past 6 
on the morning after the murder, toward 
the depot. Allof the evidence given was 
very damaging to tho accused.

THE FISHERY QUBSTION 


Tho Yankee fishermen who succeedod, by 

gross misropresentations, 1 inducing the 
United States Congress to refuse to onter 
into any arrengomont for the use by thom 
of the Canadian fisheries, are boginning vo 
find that they have overroachod themselves 
Our Government have taken such energetic 
action in the premises that those would-be 
pirates have bogun to assume quite & differ- 
ent attitude to that which they maintained 
some weeks ago. 

Recently a number of 
mon, forming what they call tho “ Ameri- 
can Fishory Union,” mot in Boston and 
discussed the situation in a rathor lagubri- 
ousastrain, The Montreal Herald furnishes 
tho following resume of their proceedings 
with the accompanying exceedingly porti 
nent commonts ; 

Tho President, Mr. Goorge Stecle, stat- 
od that ** tho situation indicates 
‘*that we shall have no reciprocity treaty 
** during Presidont Cleveland's administra- 
‘‘tion.” He wenton to say there were 
cortain questions which he and his fishing 
friends wanted settled. One of them was 
“the headland Mr. Steclo 
apparently does not know that the Supreme 
Court of tho United States has alroady set- 
tled that question. Tt has decided that ina 
United States bay when a line is drawn from 
headland to headland, all within the line 
and for three miles outside of itare United 
States waters. This is the British and Cana- 
dian contention; thatis settled by the treaty 
of 1818, and undisturbed ; and 
now it is the view of the highest authority 
in the United States as well. So Mr, Presi- 

dent Steele may as well strike this question 
from his list. Hon. Levi Woodbury, the 
report says, also ‘‘entored into a free dis- 

cussion of the headland question,” but why 
does Mr. Woodbury ignore the judgments 
of the United States Supreme Court? What 
higher authority can he want! He must 
really be content with that, since a citizen 
of the United States can ask for nothing 
better,

ports as usual for bait, and were ordered 
away, as they cannot visit Canadian ports 
for such a purpose. This is accordins to 
the international understanding of 1818, 
which has come into force again, since the 
United States Congress has terminated the 
operation of the fishery clauses of the Wash- 
ington Treaty. These vessels found that 
they could not procure needed bait, aud 
hence there is great disappointment in 
United States fishing circles. Norcould they 
enter Nova Scotia or other Canadian ports 
to ship thieir crews for the season. They can- 
not man their vessels without Canadian fish- 
ermen,and it iscosting them hundreds of dol- 
lars a vessel for steamboat tares from Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island ports for 
theso Canadian fishermen, without whose 
assistance they would be obliged to lay up 
their fishing craft. Now these inconven- 
iences are not coming upon the owners of 
the United States fishing vessels through 
anything the Canadians have planned or 
done, for the reciprocal arrangement was 
abolished against the wishes and protests 
of Canada. These inconvenionces and 
these expenses have been brought upon 
those owners by their own act. They have 
made their bed and they must lio in it. 


Weare assured that “Mr Woodbury's 
review of the commerical relations between 
the two countries. presonted the hostile 
action of the Canadian authorities in a new 
light.” Mr, Spofford’s resolutions, which, 
of course, were dnanimously adopted by a 
body of persons all interested in dear fish, 
also spoke of ‘'a grave crisis” created by 
Canada in “fitting out armed cruisers with 
which to patrol the high seas." it is only 
hecessary to oppose to such impudent as- 
sumptions tho logic of facts and common 
sense, Did Canada ask to have the pleas- 
ant relations of the two countries on the 
fishery question disturbed? Was it Cana- 
da that insisted upon their being disturbed} 
Did Canada not seek to have those relations 
continued? Did not Canada concede an 
extra year's fishing and all fishing pri- 
vileges to the United States fishermen, 
without compensation of any kind and in 
the expectation that the United States 
Government and Congress would agres to 
resume the old relations? Having done 
everything in our power to prevent the 
state of things that now exists, Canadians 
can afford to rest easy under tho imputa- 
tions now cast upon them, Tho Wash 
ington troaty, so far as it relates to these 
fisheries, having lapsed, the relations of tho 
two countries in this respect are now gov 
erped by tho old 1818 and by 
our local laws and by nothing

protection our armed cruisers are patrolling

Roots can be. procured 
so clfeaply that it is not worth’ while in 
inaking the frst bed to grow plants from 
seed. Farmers especially should not make 
the mistake of planting wo closely. Rows 
four feet apart are better than aarrower, 
and plants two feet apart in thoraw, With 
sich soi, ag an asparagus bed should always 
bave, the plants will soon occupy the entire 
room and produce fiber shoots than if 
crowded.

Why, it is the 15th of May, the 
apple orchards in full bloom; it 1s heaven at 
high noon, all the bells beating tho marriage 
peal. But His laughter—may it never fall on 
us! It is a condemnation for our sin ; it isa 
wasting awsy. We iay let the ‘satirist laugh

France Refuses to Sanction the Proposed

Panis, April 22.—It is semi-offidially stated 
that France will refuse to join the other powers 
in the plan proposed by Englyad to coerce 
Greece into disarming.

RESOLVES 10 SECURE A CHARTER FOR A 
BR'DGE ACROSS THE BAY. 


A JOINT STOCK COMPANY TO FORM

There was o large gathoring of members |

the proposed schome of bridging the Bay 
of Quinte. The President, Mr. Thor. 
Ritohie occupiod the chair, There were 
present Messre Wallbridge, A Brignall, 
iH, Corby, DP.

Mr. Ritchie called the meoting to order 
and said there had been considerable talk 
about a bridge across the bay, but ho be- 
lieved that if a charter for a bridge could 
bo secured from Ottawa, the bridge would 
soon be built, Hoe could not very well see 
how a chartor could be withheld, as it was 
a public necessity. A stock company would 
bo formed to carry on the work, 1t would 
pay, and he believed from what would be 
said to-night, the feasibility of the projoot 
would be secon and commend itself to the 
botter judgment of all conoerned. It could 
not but be a befefit to the municipality. 

Ex-Ald Tickell said the Government had 
never given a direct rofusal to the municl- 
pality in their offorts to geta charter fora 
bridge. Much had been said about the 
Government being opposed to a bridge 
since work had been commenced on the 
Murray Canal, but he did not believe it 
would interfere with the project, did the 
city show an active desire to construct a 
bridge. Nothing better, as to moans of 
communication with Ameliasburg, could be 
expected from the present ferry, the only 
way out of the diftioulty was to build a 
bridge. A few years ago be had an esti- 
mate from a Toronto firm which placed the 
cost of a superstructure for a 2,300 feet 
bridge at $80,000, this did not include 
piers. He was glad to note the interest 
taken in the movement as evinced in the 
attendance, 

Mr. Kelso said the business men were 
not present to discuss the failures of a ferry, 
but the necessity of an adequate means of 
communication between Hastings and 
Prince Edward counties. The Government 
had allowed two bridges to be constructed 
across the Murray Canal and other bridges 
across the St. Lawrence. They did not im- 
pede nayigation and he did not believe a 
right to bridge the bay would be refused, 
if it could be shown to be in the interests 
of the general public. Prince Edward and 
Hastings should unite in agitating the mea- 
sure. If the schome were put forward on 
a broad basis it would succeed ; if made a 
local venture it was liable to meet with 
failure. He advocated a free bridge, with- 
out toll. 

Ex-Ald, J. W. Johnson said from the 
antipathy felt towards Belleville in the pert 
of Prince Edward County tributary to Pic- 
ton, aid could not be expected from the 
whole County,neither could the advantages 
derived by the northern parts of the Coun- 
ty of Hastings be such as to induce them 
to contribute financial aid. The city had 
originally invested $14,400 in the Gas 
Company stock,the dividend stock amount- 
ed to $10,800, the total stock now reach- 
ed the sum of $25,200 and paid 8 interest. 
He felt that a bridge would increase the 
traffic so that a tariff, half of that now 
charged by the ferry, would net a fair divi- 
dend on the investment and he believed 
pay as well as the gas stock. 

Tr. Kelso said if it were made to appear 
that the bridge were a local necessity the 
agitation in its fayor would fail, But 
make it appear that it is a general neces- 
sity and it is more likely to succeed. 

Col. Jas, Brown, after reviewing the 
necessity for a bridge, moved the following 
resolution ; ‘* Thatit isin the public in- 
terest that the Bay of Quinte be bridged 
at or near the city of Belleville, due pro- 
vision being made that navigation be not 
impeded thereby, and that this Board of 
Trade urge upon the House of Commons 
and the Goyernor-General-in-Council to 
grant a charter to a joint stock company, 
or any other company which will bind itself 
to carry out the work to tho satisfaction of 
this Board and the Commissioner of Public 
Works for the Dominion of Canada.” 

Mr. Kelso was opposed to the Board 
binding themselves to any particular line 
of action, but rather at the present stage of 
the proceedings invite a conference with 
the authorities of Ameliasburg, Hillier, 
Sophiasburg and the Council of Hastings 
and have the initiatory movement in the 
matter come from the joint body of repre- 
sentatives, 

Col Brown said the movement had to be 
set on foot by someone and he thought it 
emanated from a proper source, 

Mr. L. W. Yeomans came in. 

Mr. H. Corby suggested that it would be 
well tosecure an estimate of the cost of 
the bridge. Lt would be difficult to raise 
a company before the cost of the enterprise 
was known. 

Mr, R, Thomson was in fayor of ascer- 
taining from a reliable source the cost of 
coustructing a bridge. 

A voice—The first object is to get a 
charter. 

Mr, Ritchie read the resolution and said 
the board was not assembled to discuss the 
nature or cost ofa bridge, but the best 
means to adopt to secureit. It was useless 
to discuss the enterprise as a joint under- 
taking between Hastings and Prince Ed- 
ward or Belleville and Ameliasburg. Un- 
less the energy and enterprise of a body of 
live business men combined and pushed 
the agitation it would never amount to 
anything but talk. The first object was 
to secure a charter to build. Some antici- 
pated trouble at Ottawa but he did not. 
He believed if a joint stock company were 
formed it would be supported by both 
Belleville and Hastings corporations. 

Mr. A. N. Reid said the prime object was 
to secure a charter. A Company could be 
formed, and as soon as the charter was re- 
ceived the cost of a bridge could be ascer- 
tained, then the ways ant means discussed, 
He would support the resolution. 

Mr, L, W. Yeomans suggested that the 
adjoining interested municipalities be in- 
duced to petition the Governmont jointly 
with the proposed stock Company, when 
they pressed their claims fora charter upon 
the Government. 

Tho, resolution was carried. 

Mr. Ritchie said the Council of the Board 
of Trade had pledged themselves to support 
a four days’ fair, and it now remained for 
the Board to ratify or reject the action of 
the Council. 

The following resolution was adopted ; 

In view of the benefit which is likely to 
result from a successful annual fair being 
established in this ctty, extending ovor a 
period of four days, we pledge ourselves to 
cooperate with the city authorities and the 
West Hastings Agricultural Society and

THE KEPPEL TRAGEDY. 


“John McCarty” Proves to be a De- 
tective, 


More About tho McClary Family—How 


King Treated Ellen's Confeasion—What | 


Residents Say of the Murder—The Ghost 
Soare. 


(From the Globe.) 


The residents of the township of Keppel 
are greatly exercised over the arrest of 
James King and John Wilson on the charge 
of murdering John Bailey 4nd his unknown 
hited man. It was exactly four weeks 
from the time the murder was committed 
till the men believed to be the perpetrat- 
ors of the liorrible outrage were arrested. 
It had all along been suspected that the 
girl Eilen McClary knew more about the 
murder than she had told at the inquest, 
and it was simply through working on this 
suspicion that the details of that murder 
were ascertained, 

Ellen McOlary, the girl who cooked for 
Bailey, is about eighteen years of age. She 
has liyed on the farm next that of the mur- 
dered man fora few years only, having 
previously been a resident of Owen Sound. 
She is rather fine-looking,slender, dark-com- 
plexioned girl. Although Miss McOlary is 
held in the Owen Sound gaol just now, she 


is not charged with any crimival act,but is | 
detained as a witness simply. She treats, 
the whole matter ina very easy way. It does | 


not seem to weigh on her mind,at all events, 
After the preliminary examination at Owen 


Sound on Friday last Ellen wanted to get | 


out of gaol to go home again. The Magis- 
trate would not allow her to leave just yet, 
and when a constable asked if she was not 
afraid to go back home, she replied; **Oh, 
no, 80 long as King is in here (meaning in 
gaol). The McClary family seem to be 
fairly well educated. Ellen told me a few 
days ago she was a music teacher by pro- 
fession, while her sister was a dressmaker. 
The man ‘* McCarty,” who was arrested 
with her at Palmerston, was of course al- 
lowed to go. **MoCarty’’ was a detective

lads I ever saw. Many persons who set 
about to ferret out the details of the tragedy 
thought they could make something out of 
Charlie, but they soon found that either 
he knew nothing, or they had a boy 
with a man’s head on his shoulders, to deal 
with. Sevoral residents of Wiarton and 
vicinity attempted to look up the murder- 
ers, with the object of obtaining the $500 
reward offered, but their efforts were fruit- 
less. It is generally believed, however, 
that the mop who did tho deed are now ly- 
ing in goal at Owen Sound, Ja Thursday 
last} when the arrests wore made, the ho- 
tel at Wiarton, where the men were taken 
previous to their departure for Owen 
Sound, was besieged by hundreds of peo- 
ple who wanted to get a look at the prison- 
ers, I did not hear 4 word of sympathy 
expressed for cither of the prisoners, King 
or Wilson. King, it appears, ® year or 
two ago, joined the Salvation Army, but he 
was soon found to bea bad member, He 
fell back till soon his connection with the 
| army ceased. I had a long conversation 
with the prisoner King while in the hotel 
at Wiarton. In fact, | had him in my 
charge all the atternoon, while Detective 
Rodgers and Provincial Constable Pearce 
went to Griflith’s Island to arrest Wilson, 
They had to charter a tug at Wiarton, 
and it was with difliculty that thoy landed 
at Kidd’s Camp on Griffith's Island, ow- 
ing to icv. The ice had only left Colpoy’s 
Bay the day provious,consequently the trip 
| was a todious one, Both Rogoraand Pearce 
| had to tramp two miles through the bush 
to the camp where Wilson was working, 
and in so doing had, part of the time, to 

walk kneo deep in water. The ofti sors did 
a big day’s work on Thursday, Thoy 
started at daylight to make their first ar- 
‘ rent, and it was just two o'clook on tho

At the prolimininary invostigation 
Owon Sound on Friday, after Kilon Mc 
Ul ‘ry had concluded her evidence the 
Magistrate askod the prisoner Walson if he 
wanted to put any questions to the witnoss 
He replied that he could prove that he 
was on Griflith’s Island when the murder 
was Committed, and ho did not Want to 
ask hor any questions, *Do you want to 
ask her any questions, King?” said the 
Mayistrate, King therefore scowled at 
Miss McOlary in the most devilish manner 
And in surly tones growled out, 
wantto speak to her at tall,’ King has 
ovidontly made up his mind that it is a 
serious thing with him, as in conversation 
With me he said. ‘If I swing for this job 
I can say I am innocent, and you follows 
will be sorry for it,” 

There is great patiafaction among the 
poole of Keppel generally that King is 
under-lock.and: key. -.An old man who has 
resided in Keppél for the past eighteen 
years said to mo :—*' It is terrible to think 
of the state of affairs existing in this town- 
ship. Why, if a man doos' know anything 
about one of these crimes he dare not open 
his mouth about it for fear that he might be 
tho next victim, So you see the best way 
ig to way nothing.” And judging from 
what I heard others sayon the same sub- 
just, I think the old man was right. An- 
other man said, ** You see, Keppel is protty 
well a lumbering district, and Wiarton is 
the end ot the railway, so we get a great 
many hard individuals who find at their 
business to atop in the vicinity where they 
think they are comparatively safe from 
justice.” So it is time some of the murder- 
ers were brought to justice. ; 

While driving in different parts of the 
township, houses and lonely spots on the 
road were pointed out to mé as places where 
only « few years previous, men and women 
had been found murdered. Some of these 
murders have been so completely covered 
up that the bodies were never found. 

Tho people of Wiarton—or rather those 
who are superstitious—have for the past 
week been talking about an alleged ghost, 
said to have been seen about the ruins of 
the house occupied by the murdered man. 
Old man McOlary says, and I believe he 
really thinks it is so, that he saw Bailey's 
ghost in his house afew nights ago. The 
ghost called ‘* Ellen” three times and dis: 
appeared. This is the old man’s story,and 
when the story got into circulation people 
from the town went to the scene of the 
murder at midnight, armed with revolvers 
to protect themselves. Very few, however, 
were able to distinguish his ghostship. One 
man, in the most sincere way possible, told 
me how he had seen a ball of fire in the 
ruins of Bailey’s house one night since the 
murder. I understand that some of the 
smnartor men in the vicinity are imposing 
upon the ignorance of their neighbors and 
creating some of these ghost-like manifes- 
tations,

The Priscilla—the iron sloop which. was 
built by Messrs Bennett aud Douglas last 
year as a possible competitor for the cup, 
but proved considerably inferior to the 
Puritan—will again be tested in the prelim 
inary races for the selection of the yacht to 
meet the Galatea. A wealthy member of 
the New York Yacht Club purchazed her 
cheap and she is now at the yard of her 
builders at Wilmington, Delaware, under- 
going material alterations, as to which 
Forest and Stream says : 

‘*The bow has been opened, the stem 
reforged and replaced, making a consider- 
able reduction in the forefoot. The plumb 
aternpost has also been removed and re- 
placed, the keel being shortened 3 ft. aft, 
giving a corresponding rake. The high side 
has also been reduced, the plates being 
chipped off. The hoist will be 10 ft. less 
than last year. The sail area has been 
altered by a considerable reduction in height 
and a proportionate increase in a fore and 
aft direction, the distance from jibstay to 
end of main boom being 10 ft. more than 
before, 8 ft. being on the end of the bow- 
sprit. Capt. Geo, Cooley, formerly of the 
schoonor Clytie, will command her,” 

The Puritan will also receive a new out- 
fit of canvas and will get a thorough over- 
haul. 

The four yachts above mentioned will, 
after they have beon got in the best pos- 
sible trim, sail a series of trial races, and 
the one which proves herself the best will 
be sclected as the defender of the cup. 

But little has been heard of the Galatea 
beyond the fact that her ballast plan was 
being altered, that she is to have a larger 
rig, and that she will sail in some of the 
principal regattas before crossing the ocean. 

Were a similar course adopted by the 
British yachtsmen—were two or three new 
cutters of somewhat greater beam built, in 
order to afford a test under the new rule of 
ineasurement—against the existing craft— 
the conditions would be much more fairly 
equalized than they are. As it is,the Brit- 
ish challenger is a private gentleman 
who his own expenses and whose 
craft was nowhere in comparison with 
many of the big cutters and yawls 
in the British fleet last season, »vame- 
ly rex, Marjorie, Genesta, Lorna, 
Marguerite and others. The best of these 
is the first named, and under a proper sya- 
tem of selection she would in all probabil- 
ity do battle for the British fleet and with 
every prospect of success. As it is, how- 
ever, the match has been made,andas Galatea 
will moet the cracks of last season early in 
June, it will then be possible to form an 
idea as to her chances of winning the cup

CONFLICTING NEWS—HARD TO TALL WHAT TO KE 
LIEVR. 

Losvon, April 27—1 he news from Greece is 
co flicting. ne despatch states that France 
did all in her power to secure & favorable sottle- 
ment for Greece by individual mediation, but 
fnilod.
